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JOTTINGS FROM ABROAD. 


Three Jews have graduated at the New York University this year. 

There are at present six Jewish deputies in the German Reichstag—Bam- 
berger, Frankenburger, Goldschmidt, Lasker, Oppenheim and Sonnemann. 

The Orthodox Protestant party in Bavaria has been “ profoundly afllicted” 


—at the appointment of a Jewish teacher at the Communal School of Nuremberg. 


Prince George of Pruesia is engaged in writing a drawna on a Jewish theme. 
We learn that Dr. Landsberger, cf Berlin, has received another invitation from 
the Prince to confer with him on the subject. 

At the annual “ commencement exercises” of the College of the City of New 
York which took place on the 24th ult,, various degrees and medals were con- 
ferred on Jewish students. 

The corner stone of the new synagogue of the Sinai Congregation at Chicago 
was laid on the 28th ult. The former house of worship of this congregation was 
destroyed by the terrible fire of 1871, 

Mr. I. A. Levy, a barrister at Amsterdam, has just been appointed by the 
Society of Arte and Sciences at Utrecht, Member of the Section of the Sciences 
of Law and Politics. 

The wife of a Jewish workman in Chakathurn (Germany) was some time 
back safely delivered of two boys and one girl, all of whom were shortly after 
reported to be in perfect health. 

The public school at Tunis contains some 400 pupils, many of them belong- 
ing to the best Moorish, Jewish, Greek and other families, seven nationalities and 
religions being represented. Despite diversity of creed, social position and race 
all these boys are taught together without any evil results, 

The Daily Graphic of New York, in a special “ Centennial” number, contain® 
an illustration and descnption ef the Statue of Religious Liberty now being 
executed by Mr. Ezekiel, a coreligionuist at Nome, for the Order of b'nai Berith. 
The statne isto be erected in the Centennial grounds at Philadelphia. 

On the proposition of M. Adrien Leen, a Jewish member of the National 
Assembly at V ereailles. the Commission of Thirty of the Assembly has decided 
that it will not be incompatible to combine the functions of Senator with those 
of Grand Rabbi of France or laris. or Presidents of Consistories. 
or journals of Monaco recently announced a performance at the Theatre 
Talia, one of the items in which was the “ debit of the German Jewish vocalist, 
Signora Spiezel ;” afterwards came *‘ Lecho Dodi.” 
Mayence one of the pieces was “ Kol Nidre.” . 

A four act drama from the pen of a‘young coreligionist, Mr. B. P. Colinsky, 
was produced at the St. Charles Theatre, New Orleans, on the 15th ult. The 
author sustained the principal ric. ‘The newspapers of New Orleans contain 
laudatory criticisms of the perforinance.

The Education Comini(tee of the German Chamber uf Deputies has received 
a petition from various Jewish teachers and preachers seeking to be placed on an 
equal footing with Christian ministers and teachers who reecive subsidies from the 
State Treasury. The petitioners’ request has not been granted. 

The Town Council of Brody in Gallicia has unanimously resolved to change 
the name of one of thie streets in the town to Mayer-Kallirgasse, ian memory of 
the recently deceased President of the Chamber of Commerce and honorary 
citizen, Ritter Mayer von Kallir, a coreligionist, | 

The Magazin fiir Literatur des Auslands im its number of the 12th uit., 
contains a lengthy and well written article on the aged Dr, Zunz as a Jewish 
savant and asa German author. The article is from the pen of Dr. 'David 
Kauffman, Rabbi ef Kojetein in Moravia. 

The American Israelite says that Mr. Coulton,’a Christian gentleman of 

. Uhicags, has gratuitously offered to the Union of American Hebrew. Congrega- 
lions, a piece of ground, five acres in extent, in the neighbourhoed of Chicago, 
on which to-erect the Hebrew Union Theological College. 

There recently died at Vienna a rich merchant, named Lipschitz. He left 
no children, He bequeathed all his property, amounting to about 100,000 florins, 
to the poor of Vienna, without distinction of creed. The interest is to be dis- 
tributed eve ry month in equal eumse among the Jewish, Catholic and Protestant 
poor, 

The Ministerial Commission of the International Maritime and Fluvial 
Exhibition, which was opened in Paris on Saturday last, has elected as one of 
ig members M. Jonathan Valabrégue, President of the Chamber of Commerce at 
Avignon. In this capacity our venerable coreligionist will form part of the jury 
Which will preside over the Exhibition, the first of iis kind ever held in Paris, 

. The Wochensehrift is informed by a correspondeut that there is Some talk in 
Paris of offering one of the Chairs atthe Ecole Rabbinique to Dr. Graetz, The 
‘orrespondent hopes that the Curators of the Seminary at Breslau will succeed in 
‘verting xo heavy a blow from that institution as it would be almost impossible 
replace Dr. Graetz. 

The report of the labours of the Turkish Branch of the Alliance Israelite 

‘Mniverselle says ; The Committee has endeavoured to obtain for the Jews the 
Protection, always promptly accorded, of the Government of the Porte, It has 
baved from capital punishment a Jew of Kerbela near Bagdad; it came to the 
aid of the Jews of Yemen and Diarbekr. For the latter they obtained the privilege 
of the admission ef a Jew inte the Provincial Counci]. Lastly, on the occasion 


ee the disturbances at Constantinople, Smyrna, Marmora, Lissa and Janina with | 


reference to the pretended disappearance of children, the Committee was enabled 
te render services which were appreciated. Everywhere it met with the most 
efficacious support from the Government, the Ministers, the polioe, and the Greek 
and Armenian Patriarehs, 

Dr. 8. Landauer, brother-in-law of Dr. Diirner, the Chief Rabbi of 
Amsterdam, has been appointed Professor of Oriental Languages at the University 
of Strasburg. 

The Suddeutsche Landp st, published at Munich, aceuses the cities of 
Frankfort, Leipzic and Nuremberg of something like treason to the fatherlan’ 
for having elected Jews as deputies in the German Reichstag. As an explana” 
tion of this journal’s ire against the three cities just named, we may mention 
that it is supported by the orthodox Protestant party in Bavaria, a party which 
bears no love to the Jews. 

As the lease of the Boys’ School at Salonica expired at the commencement 
of the present month and will only be renewed by the proprietor on payment of 
an increased rental, Mr. Morpurgo, Vice-President of the Salonica branch of the 
Alliance, has begged the Central Committee to take into consideration the neces 
sity of erecting anew structure for schools, and to support those establishment * 
which are in danger of being closed. 

At the annual “commencement exercises” of the Remale High Schoo! 
at Louisville, Kentucky, which took place last month, Miss Franck, said to be 
an accomplished Jewess, received the first honour of that institution, which 
entitled her to deliver the valedictory address of the graduating class. At the 
Male High School Jewish young men were also chosen this year to deliver the 
honorary essays, valedictory and salutatory. 

The Gau/ois contains a lengthy account of a marriage which recently took 
place in the new Synagogue in Paris between M. Jules de Konigswarter and 
Mdlle. Antoinette de Konigswarter. The élite of tke fashionable, political and 
financial worlds were present. It has bhoen estimated that nearly 3,000 persons 
were assembled in the synagogue, and about 209 carriages were drawn up in the 
neighbourhood, In honour of the occasion the Konigswarter family bestowed 
several gifts on the Jewish religious and charitable institutions iu Paria. 

There recently died at Jerusalem Rabbi Eleazar Effendi, son of the Chief 
Rabbi Jacob Saul Alisha. The deceased, who was but twenty-seven years of 
age, was greatly respected, and his loss will be mourned by many inhabitants of 
the Holy City. Being well acquainted with the Tarkish language in all its 
details, he was given a post in one of the Courts of Justice in Jerusalem, He 
acted as. an intermediary between his coreligionists and the Government, and 
says Jlalazeleth, he never allowed an opportunity of benefiting his brethren 
to pass ky. 7 

Several Jewish savants fill professional chairs and other important posts at 
the famous University of Heidelberg. Among tiem is Dr. Weil, the historian of 
Islam, Professor of Oriental languages, aia former Librarian of the University ; 
Professor Cantor, (Mathematics), Professor Lefman, (Sanskrit). In the Faculty 
of Medicine there are two Jewish Professors Extraordinary, *rofessors 
Oppenheim and Moos. ‘There is also attached to the University a certain Dr. 
Leser of whom the highest hopes are entertained by his friends. A ‘society pre- 
sided over by Professor Oppenheim, has for some time been in existence for the 
support of the poorer Jewish students at the University. 

M. Pariente, Director of the School of the Alliance Israelite at Rustcluk, 
-having recently had the opportunity of conversing with his Excellency the 


Governor-General of Rustchuk on the subject of schools, the latter, who displays 


great interest in the future of the Jews of the East, has promised at the reques: 
of the French Consul at Rustchuk to procure for the school a good professor of 
the Turkish language, whose salary would be partly defrayed by the Imperial 
Government. His Excellency has also asked for precise information respecting 
the Jewish girls’ school, as a Turkish school for girls is about to be opened 
under the auspices of the Government. 

The Veterland, organ of Mgr. Rauscher, Cardinal Archbishop of Vienna, 
contains several articles against the Jews. They are accused of injuring the 
Church, of being the authors of every resistance which that Church meets with 
in its endeavours to obtain untversal dominion ; even when public reMgious pro- 
cessions have been disturbed, or new sects, such as the Old Catholics, have been 
established, the Jews are charged with having been the instigators of the riots 
and co-operators inthe other oceurence. Everything written and spoken during the 
last century against Christiajs doctrines emanates from tlie Jews, who are the 
supporters of liberalism and freemasonry, that bugbear of the Roman Catholic 
Church, Other accusations, not forgetting that of insatiable eupidity, are also 
brought against our race. 

Halazaleth says that the Chief Rabbi of Smyrna accompanied by two of the 
principal members. ot the community, visited Herr Hertzfeld, the recently 
appointed Consul-General for Austro-Hungary. They were received with every 
mark of henour by the Consul-General who conversed with them in a friendly 
manner. In the course of his remarks Herr Hertzfeldreferred to the persecutions 
which the Jews suffered in times past, and he told his visitors that the heads of the 
community would do well to turn their attention to the education of their youth 
so that by teaching them trades and giving thei proper iustruction there might 
in future be no distinction betweea them and the other inhabitants of the city. 
The Consul expressed a wish to visit the hospital founded by Baron Rothschild, 


and also the Talmud Thora School and the school established by the Alliance 


Israelite. He promised to assist the Jews by every means in his power, and 
invited them to come to him whenever his help was necessary. In conclusion he 
said that prior to his departure from Vienna Baron Rothschild requested him to 
watch over the interests of the Jews of Smyrna. Our contemporary adds that 
the Consul’s visitors thanked him for his kindness and left him “rejoicing and 
welli pleased.” 3 
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SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE TESTIMONIAL. 


The following is a translation of a pastoral which has been issued in the 
joint names of MM. Isidor and Zadoc Kahn, the Grand Rabbis of France and 


Paris, appealing to the Jews under their spiritual charge for support to the Sir 


Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund :— 

The English Jews propose to give to their illustrious doyen, Sir Moses 
Montefiore, at a moment when his advanced age permits him no longer to emf 
on behalf of his brethren that activity and devotion which we have so long 
admired, a striking evidence of their veneration and gratitude. Obedient to the 
inspiration of the noble veteran himself, who, refusing a purely personal homage, 
has expressed the wish that this movement of acknowledgment should be 
directed towards something useful and salutary, they have thought of Palestine, 
which Montefiore had made the object of his pious thoughts, which for 
ages past we have surrounded with our liveliest sympathies, and they have 
resolved to found a work which will have for its aim—these are the terms of the 
circular which has been addressed to us—the permanent improvement of the 
condition of the Jews of the Holy Land by the promotion of industrial pursuits, 
the erection of improved dwellings, the acquisition and cultivation of land on a 
moderate scale, and to individuals anxious to help themse!ves by work, &c., &c. 
The London Committee being desirous of imparting to this manifestation the 
character of universality due to it, and giving to this work the development of 
which it is susceptible, has appealed to the Jews on the continent, asking 
them for their sympathetic support, their warm concurrence. We are of 
opinion, sirs, and dear coreligionists—and we have the conviction that you share 
this opinion—that it is our duty to associate ourselves with this grand idea, and to 
contribute towards its realisation. What Jew does not know Moatefiore or is 
not interested in the destiny of Paiestine? Who does not admire, on the one 
hand, this patriarch of Jewish charity, his: devotion, his. struggles, and his 
achievements ; and on the other hand, who would not appiane the noble 
hought of rescuing this ancient land of Israel from the rain wh 
and our unfortunate coreligionists from the pauperizing customs which degrade 
them? It is an enterprise doubly holy, a work doubly agreeable to God, both 
through the name of the man whom it seeks to honour, and, above all, through 
the grandeur of the end which it seeks to attain. 

Undoubtedly we have already done much for Palestine, and we are still 
daily preoccupied with it. The Alliance Israclite Universelle, which, born on 
French soil, covers the entire Jewish world with its solicitude, devotes a large 
portion of it to this sacred country, and-the Agricultural Establishment at Jaffa, 
which it founded and which appears destined to so great a future, is sufficient 
even of our devotion. But while there still is so much good to be done, you 

now we have not done enough. Theschool at Jaffa is an establishment, which, 
we are certain, will produce good results to the Alliance which had the idea, 
and to the generous men who attached their namesto it! But it could not by 
itself bring about that amelioration which we all desire ; to attain this end it is 
not too much to combine all force and all exertions which far from shackling, 
matually supplement one another. It is then with cenfidence that we invite you to 
this holy work, and that we ask you to respond to the appeal which our brethren in 
London have addressed tous. W hatevermay be the eminent merits of the man whose 
retirement hes given rise to this. manifestation, whatever numerous services he 
may have rendered to Israel, it is not for the purpose of gratifying an individual 
that we solicit your support, it is above all to raise a people of your own flesh 
and blood, whose every suffering should be felt in our hearts, and whose regener- 
ation we hope will-be the glory of ourage. — |

it be stated that the Congregation had not the requisite funds or machinery for the 

urpose. 
After the transaction of some routine business the meeting then adjourned

PORT ELIZABETH, 


In our last week's issue wo published a letter from our Port Elizabeth corres- 
pondent, in which, we were informed, that it is intended to build a synagogue, The 
Port Elizabeth Telegraph in an article which must be as gratifying to the Jewish 
community as it is honourable to the liberalism of the journal and the fraternal 
feeling uniting all the citizens of Port Elizabeth in one common bond, puts forth 
a powerful appeal in behalf of this undertaking. We make the following 
extracts from the article :— 


Equally gratifying and undeniable is the fact that whenever an appeal in 
aid of a meritorious object is placed before the public in this colony among the 
first responses in number and among the chief in liberality are generally —we 
had almost written invariably—the members of the Jewish community. 89 
clearly indeed is this principle acknowledged that not unfrequently in the esti- 
mate of the probable results of a general canvass for pecaniary aid in furtherance 
of some good cause, it has been pre-calculated that this firm might certainly be 
relied upon for a donation or that individual for a subscription—the firm or 
individual being Hebrews. ‘Refusals being the extremely rare exceptions, and 
assent being the general rule, the liberality of the gentlemen of that persuasion 
has been so munificent in one sense, and so general in another, that it has passed 
into a proverb, the veracity of which no one would think of impugning. 

Frequently also as the Jewish merchants have been asked to give towards 
deserving objects, instances of the converse of the case are isolated, if not 
absolutely non-existent. In plain English they often give but seldom ask. Were 
they to do this, so well-known is the open-handed generosity of the wealthier 
class of their Christian fellow-townsmen that we feel sure a generous reciprocity 
would promptly ensue, | 

We hope we are.not breaking confidence when we say that although this 
appeal has not been heralded forth with a flourish of trumpets, no sooner was tts 
existence known than donations of the most liberal nature poured in. The hearts 
of our merchants seemed to beat with one: common pulse. Surely if ever there 
was a class of men free from narrow-minded sectarianism the upper crust of 
Port Elizabeth society is free from it. Why among the donors of individual 
suis of £100 and £50 for the erection of a Jewish synagogue we recognize the 
familiar names of leading men in the Episcopalian, Presbyterian, Wesleyan and 

Japtist Churches The collective heads of the Christian commercial commumty 
seem by a tacit and universal understanding to have resolved not to be outdone in 
munificence by their Jewish friends. It would almost appear as if there has been 
literal adherence to the example of one of whom it was said in the Gospel, * He 
loveth our nation, and he hath built us a synagogue.” Now the result so far 
of the present opportunity for mutual aid—for we question if we have not gone 
almost too far by terming it an “ appeal ’’—has manifested itself in the response 
of over £1,400 in this town alone, and we venture to state that the bare circum: 
stances are liardly: known to one-liftieth of the population.

A SANGUINARY JUBILEE, 


In the year 1475 a Christian child two years and a half old, born at Trent 
Tyrol, cailed Simon, was drowned during the paschal week in the river Etsh, and 
ita body was taken out from the water opposite the house of a Jew. Immediately 
a Franciscan monk, Bernhardinas, supported by other priests, charged the Jew 
with having murdered the child and thrownits body into the water. This monk 
who having made tho extermination of the Jews the object of his life, had for 
this parpose visited several Italian cities, but the authorities everywhere resisted 
his efforts. 

Howover, Bishop Heinderbach supporting him, all the Jews of Trent were 
thrown into prison and tortured until they confessed that they had committed 
the crime with which they were charged at the instance of a converted Jew 
named Wolfsson, Only one Jew, Moses, bore all the tortures rather than admit 
the truth of the charge. The end was that all the Jews of Trent were sentenced 
to be burnt alive, and a law enacted which forbade the Jows to reside at Trent 
for ever, 

The body of the ehild was then embalmed. It was declared to bo a} saint ; 
numerous pilgrimages were undertaken in its honour. Soon a halo began to 
glorify the corpse ; miracles of course were performed. An account of the new 
saint was given from all pulpits; a chapel was erected over the sacred 
bonas, and whoever refused to believe in the miracles performed was ill-used by 
the multitude. Pope Sixtus II. was solicited to canonise little Simon, but he 
refused. Despite the papal brief which forbade the. adoration, the priests con- 
tinued their manvenvres. 

The news in time spread over all Italy and Germany, was every where con- 


firmed by the clergy, and received like adogma of the church, thereby exciting 


in many places bitter persecutions against the Jews. The Doge Pietro Mocenigo 
alone took energetic measures for the defence of the Jews in the Venetisn 
dominions, declaring the history of the boy to be a fabrication. 

[t is now intended to celebrate at Trent the anniversary of those sanguinary 
proceedings as a jubilee, this pepetuating the memory of the pretended crime and 


exciting anew the hatred of the ignorant mob azainst the Jews. Such is Ultra.

LAYING THE FOUNDATION OF A SYNAGOGUE, AT ATALANTA 
GEORGIA. | 


The foundation stone of a New Synagogue for the Jewish community of 


the rising town of Atalanta, Georgia, U.S., was laid on the 2ith of May last, . 


with Masonic honours. Prior to the ceremony, a procession was formed at the 
Masonic Hall, headed by a band of music, immediately following which were 
the children of the Jewish “ Sunday School,” the Mayor and several members of 
the Town Vouncil and representatives from various Masonic Lodges. <A signifi- 
cant proof of the amicable relations between the Jewish and Christian inhabitants 
of Atalanta, is afforted-by the fact that the ceremony of laying the foundation 
stone was performed by a Christian, the M.W.G.M., David E. Butler, and further 
still that the prayer invoking the Divine favour was offered up by the Grand 
Chaplain, the Rev. E. W. Warren, of the Baptist Churcli. We are, however, 
by no means disposed to recommend these proceedings ‘as a precedent to be 
imitated, 

After the laying of the stone, an address was delivered by P.G.M. Samuel 
Lawrence, in the course of which he said that if anything was needed to 
demonstrate the Universality and Catholicity of Masonry, it was shown by the 
ceremony of that day, which proved that under the folds of Freemasonry Jew 
and Christian could unite in the acknowledgement of the one great God. The 
address was followed by a sermon delivered by the Rev. H. Gersoni, minister of 
the congregation, and by an oration from the Grand Master. Some. hymns 
specially written for the occasion by the Rev. Mr. Gersoni were sung during thie 
proceedings hy the pupils of the Jewish Sunday School. A grand banquet 
followed by a ball were given in the evening in honour of the event. 

_ The Atalanta News, commenting on the ceremony says: No stronger 
evidence can be required of the progress of the age than that a large nember 
of Christians assisted at the ceremonies, aud that a Christian minister delivered a 
prayer. The address by the Rev. Mr. Gersoni, the Jewish rabbi, which we print 
in full, was an able, eloquent production, filled with beautiful thoughts and 
couched m appropriate language. The ceremonies throughout were most 
interesting, and the event will long be remembered here, this being the first 
Jewish synagogue ever erected in this city, or in this section of Georgia, our 
Jewish fellow-citizens having for many years used a hall for religious purposes, 
The building of the synagogue is at once an indicatioa of their prosperity and 
of their permanent residence in our midst, and both are pleasant facts. as there 
are no more reliable citizens in any community than Israelites.

But this much we may Ray 
that his bearing in the question of Jewish emancipation was in harmony with 
the traditions of Ireland which boasts that she had never been guilty of any 
persecution of Jews, O'Connel always voted for Jewish emancipation. But the 
indirect. influence exercised by him in favour of this measure was stil] greater 
By his agitation for Catholic emancipation he familiarised the English people 
with the idea of seeing in the House other than Protestant members. And he at 
last succeeded in carrying the measure, Tle Ultra-Protestahts must obviously 
have reasoned: “ If the followers of the standard of anti-Christ are allowed 
legislate for a Protestant people, how can we withhold this privilege from the 
kinsmen of Christ.” The point of the argument against the emancipation of the 
Jews was thus blunted if not broken oil. It is a tact we see Jews returned hy 
constituencies consisting of Protestants and Catholics, but hardly any Catholics 
returned by constituencies the majority of which consists of Protestants.

Pursuant to the practice of this journal we now proceed to the consideration 
of those works of Art which, although the productions of non-Jewish artists, are 
med to possess a special interest for Jewish readers from personal reasons 
or frm the fact that they are intended as illustrations of Old Testament subjects 
or texts. Foremost amongst such pictures, both in point of interest and intrinsic 
calue is Mr. Richmond’s “ Portrait of Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., F.R.S.” (290), 
‘ated at the request of the Alliance Assurance Company, of which Sir Moses 
is President. Inspired possibly by his subject, Mr. Richmond, R.A., has produced 
not aly an accurate resemblance of the philanthropic baronet, but a picture which 
consilered even per se, must be pronounced in all respects an admirable work. The 
impressive and well chosen attitude, the complete subordination of the accessories, 
the tbdued tone of colour, the solidity of the flesh painting, tie silvery half- 
tints of the face, the scientific and harmonious composition, all combine to make 
up a picture which will be of high value as long as it remains upon canvass—~ 
even a the improbable eventuality that the honoured name of the sitter should in 
distart centuries, fall into oblivion. For the interest excited by a portrait of along 
forgaten worthy by a great master is none the less intense because we do not know 
for wnorn it is intended ; and, although in the present case the fame of the dis- 
tinguished individual portrayed is likely to last for ever, yet such a picture as 
{he one under consideration would probably fetch a large sum at the Christie's of 
the fulure were it offered upon its intrinsic merits alone, Mr. Richmond has 
‘ns theexercise of the fullest power possessed by the portrait painter, faithfully 
conveyed to us not alone the physical attributes of his model, but has subtly 
indicated somewhat of his mental character. In this, le has, as Lord Lytton 
save in his “ Parisians” : “ caught the art of the painter who impresses the mind 
with the consciousness of a something which the eye cannot detect upon the 
eanvaa’”’ Sir Moses is represented with his head covered by the skull cap which, 
for obvious reasons, he wears at meal times, but which, however,is somewhat out 
of plae when, as in the present picture, he is represented as seated in his arm 
chair, one of his hands grasping a walking stick with characteristic energy and 
the other holding a paper resting upon a writing table. An effective point of 
colour is provided by the blue silk of the protruding B33 yous, which has been 
mistaken by some for the riband of an order, but which is to the-initiated an 
evidence of higher honour tlian any such-earthly distinction could confer. ‘Taken 
asa whole, the portrait is one of which both sitter and painter may well be 
proud, 
Considering the wide range of suitable subjects: afforded by the Bible, it 
seems somewhat singular that so few examples of religious art are produced in 
modera times. The earliest impetus to Art was given by religion—true or false— 
aid the majority of works by the “Old Masters” are founded upon religious 
theme. ‘True, they are, for the most part, mere reproductions of contemporary 
types depicted amidst local scenery and architecture under scriptural names, yet 
_ their raison d'éfre is essentially religious, And now that the advance of know- 
ledge replaces the ludicrous anachronisms of early art by the utmost exactitude 
of oes) colour, the use of Scriptural stories in the production of pictures has, 
with jut a suflicient number of exceptions to prove the rule, fallen into desue- 
tude. The illustrations of Biblical subjects in the present Academy Exhibition 
are few, and witl: one notable exception, of no very high order of merit. 


The ex: eption isto be found in Mr. F. Goodall, R.A.’s magnificent picture 
of *Rehel and Her Flock " (218), a work in which the most technically perfect 
drawiny and colouring are allied to faithful reproduction of couleur locale. The 
value € such a picture as this in assisting us correctly to realise Biblical scenes 
and pesonages is incalculable, apart from the pleasure which such good sound 
wotk mst give to every earnest student of art. The maiden, with massive limbs 
and lave pensive eyes, who wrapped in thought lazily leads her flock ef sheep 
over th low sandy range of hills in the cool of the evening, is a true type of the 
highestkind of Eastern beauty.. There is an indefinable charm in the aspect of 
rellectiw repose which is cast, like a haze, over the pictere by the art of the 
painterand suggested in a multitude of details which itis impossible adequately 
todeseibe. Forming, apparently, one ina series of illustrations of Biblical 
womenwith which Mr, Goodall, from time to time, favours the public, this 
work ialeserving of the greatest possible praise and appreciaticn,

Gcatures” is clear and minute, and yet in Mr. Poole’s picture all that 
tepresers the whole vision is a shapeless mass of dull heavy cloud, which not 
en thinspired imagination of a prophet could convert into the semblance of 
beings hose appearance the text describes to have been “as burning coals of |

fire,” &c. It may be that Mr. Poole desires to convey the idea that the vision 
seemed to the eight companions, with whom he surround the prophet, to have 
been merely an ordinary disturbance of nature, There is, however, no warrant 
in the text for this reading, and we doubt very much whether there is adequate 
authority for the introduction of these eight companions, although the opening 
verse does state that Ezekiel was “amongst the captives by the river Chebar,” 
Their presence in the picture undoubtedly dwarfs the effect of grandeur which 
might otherwise have been given to the solitary figure of the prophet. Theriver 
Chebar, too, by which the vieion took place, is nowhere visible in the picture 
although the whole work is so indistinct that it may possibly, if it exist, be 
overlooked even by a careful observer. Valueless as an illustration of the 
text, the artistic merit of the work is by no means of the highest order. 
Immediately above Mr. Poole's picture hangs a colossal work by Mr. J. 8. 
Raven, “ The heavens declare the glory of God,” (128) depicting a darkmass ofa 
peaked mountain surmounted by a cloud which, passing across the moon, converts 
the halo into the semblance of a “ Shechinah.” Poetically conceived, and grandly 
executed, this work is strikingly impressive by reason of the very simplicity of 
the mesns employed. Mr. W.C.T. Dobson, R.A.’s illustration to a text from 
Prsverbs, ‘‘ Children's children are the crown of old men,” has very little to 


recommend it. The flesh tints seem to have been designed in imitation of straw- 
berry cream, the models are of the most conventional, the attitude of the 


youngest child clutching at a branch of an overhanging tree, is a reminiscence 
of Portael’s famous “ Rachel and Leah,” and the woman appears far too young 
to be either the daughter of the old man or the mother of the two elder children. 
Mr. W. Weekes also selects a passage from Proverbs, “ A foolish son is a grief 
to his father and a bitterness to her that bare him,” and illustrates it by a scene 
in an attorney's office where a father is either striking his son's name out of the 
will, or learning to his dismay the extent of the prodigal's post obits. There is 
much tenderness suggested in the -consolatory attitude of the mother towards 
her son, to which an effective contrast is provided by the professional indiffer- 
ence of the lawyers and the despair and rage of father and son. The picture is 
decidedly clever, although there is nothing in the lighting which would appear 
to warrant the lurid glare which the artist has thrown over the composition. Mr, 
J. B. Bedford's (505) “ Nathan said to David: ‘Thou art the man,’” has some 
good work in the painting of the accessories, but the types and attitudes of the 
characters are conventional and uninteresting to excess. The same remark 
in an even greater degree will apply to the Hon. L. Wingfield’s “ By the 
waters of Babylon we sat down and wept,” (875) which has the additional dis- 
advantage of being ultra-melodramatic and unpleasantly hard, Passing to the 
Central Ha'l we mect with a remarkably weak “ Finding of Moses,” by Mr. 
M’Lean (1011) and a singularly graceful and poetic coughant figure, “1f I forget 
thee 0 ! Jerusalem!” by Mr. P. Bull (1338). The longing expression of the 
female captive is admirably coaveyed, and the pose is novel and effective, In 
the Sculpture Gallery is afpoor but pretty “ Rebekah at the well” by P, 
Lazzarini, (1339) and a noble. figure representing “ Ruth” by E, C. Vinoelst, 
(1385). There is also an exceptionally fine sketch model fora group of “ Adam 
and Eve.” The pair have just gbeen expelled from Paradise, and the 
despair of both is vividly rendered. The woman, with a true touch of 
nature, is clinging in her desperation to the man, whose more masculine expres- 
sion of agony forms an expressive and realistic contrast to the hopeless abandon- 
ment of his companion. Small as this group is, in its present condition, there is 
little to compare with itin point of boldness of conception and merit in the 
present Exhibition. 


There is a spirited engraving after Rosa Bonheurs’ “ Coming home from the 
fair,” by G. Zobel (1099), which is, we believe, the production of a Jewish firm 
of engravers (Messrs, Brall and Son, of Great Prescot-street). It is a work of 
considerable merit. 


MeLpourne.—Efforts are being made by the students at the Melbourne 
University to secure the abolition of the Saturday Lectures. Two requisitions 
have been presented to the authorities praying for this alteration, one signed by 
students of all denominations, the other by the Jewish students only, 

Syria.—The Damascus correspondent of the Levant Herald, says: Capital 
seems always ready to flow into Syria. If only a door were opened and capitalists 
could see any prospect of security, we should soon have no reason to complain 
of a scarcity of money, I have just received a draft prospectus of a company 
about to be formed under the titles of the “Syrian Improvement and Finance 
Corporation, Limited ;" it is to have a nominal capital of £1,000,000, divided 
into 100,000 shares of £10 each. The object of the company is to encourage 
agriculture and industry in Syria and Palestine ; and the basis of the. plan is to 
advance money on security. The motive of the promoters of the scheme is 
philanthropical, but they intend to follow out the “ purely commercial ” method, 
as the one best suited to the country and the more attractive to shareholders. 
Powers are taken in the prospectus for a great many things that might not be 
practicable for years, but in forming a company it is necessary to provide 
beforehand for future expansion as well as for present emergencies. The scheme 
was at first, I understand, taken up warmly by Sir Moses Montefiore, and the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews, who not only approved of the undertaking, 
but thoroughly committed themselves to it in various resolutions, Fearing, 
however, that the scheme might be used as an instrument of proselytism, they 
withdrew, declaring that they would themselves undertake a smaller scheme to 
be managed solely by Jews, and applicable only to Jews, Thus two societies 
are ready to pour floods of British money into Syria and Palestine, if only they 
are fairly permitted to do so. From the jealousy with which Jewish foreign 
capital has been looked upon in Syria and Palestine of late, and from the difficul- 
ties which, in a number of cases, Turks in .office have thrown in the way of 
British and other enterprising speculators, I cannot hold out encouragement to 
the promoters of the scheme. Undoubtedly there is an opening in Syria for 
such a scheme, which, under good management, Would prove remunerative to the 
shareholders as well as a blessing to the country, and it is possible that under 
the enlightened rule of Essad Pasha, the influx of foreign capital will be encou-

tion at Bayswater, the erection of a synagogue at Stepney and the contem- 
plated closing of the Hambro Synagogue. 


The Council again failed to bring about a settlement of the question of 
increased synagogue accommodation at Bayswater, although the subject pressed 
for statesman-like consideration and prompt decision. The repeated adjourn- 
ment of the question without a solution being found for the difficulties which 
surround it does not redound to the credit of the Council. We know that the 
opposition to a conclusive determination of the difficulty came from those whose 
opinions were entitled to weight and respect, We are aware that among the 
members of the Bayswater Synagogue a wide difference of opinion prevailed, 
But all these considerations should have gone for nought, beside the 
reproach that several hundred Jewish families are. denied an oppor- 
tunity of attending a place of worship. The damaging effect of the delay 
on the highest and most sacred communal interests must be manifest 
to all; it widens and grows deeper day by day. We again appeal 
to the heads of the congregation to strive once more to reconcile the 
conflicting opinions which prevail upon this question. We earnestly appeal 
to the Jewish residents of Bayswater to unite in this matter. Let them sink 
all personal considerations, and abandon all party conflicts. Let all be 
impelled by one desire, one aspitation—the provision of synagogue accommo- 
dation for those at present precluded from participating in the public worship 
of the Gop of Israkt. 

The action—or rather the inaction—of the Council with reference to the 
projected Synagogue at Stepney has not been such as to commend itself to 
our approval, With the exception of the service rendered to the cause by a 
@uple of prominent members, little has been done by the Council in its eor- 
porate capacity to assist in the erection of a synagogue in the East End of 
London. We insist that one of the objects of the United Synagogue should 
be the building of synagogues in districts where they are undoubtedly required, 
and where they could be maintained when erected, although the outlay of the 


erection itself may be beyond the means of those for whom the sacred edifices | 


may be needed. In fact, we are of opinion that such an object 
is set forth in the Sth clause of the Act of Union which declares 
that one of the purposes of the Union shall be the “maintaining build- 
ings and carrying on in London and its neighbourhood places of worship.” 
Nor is it only in the instance of Stepney that we should wish the Council to 
aceept our views of its duties with regard to the building of synagogues in 
districts of London where they are required. The recognition and acceptance 
of such duties need not necessarily trench upon the invested funds of the 
‘United Synagogue. Where the amount of subscriptions to the building fund 
of anew synagogue failed to meet the liabilities incurred in its erection, the | 
balanee could always, as is now done in most instances, be raised by mortgage 
or by bonds to be a first charge on the income of the synagogue. The United 
Synagogue could however “‘ guarantee” such a debt, and thus enable the 
amount to be raised at a very low rate of interest in the same way that the 


English Government guarantees under certain circumstances debts of British | 
colonies, 


The Hambro Synagogue—“ the naughty boy of the family ”—has again 
during the past year, given some trouble without any advance being made 
towards a matually satisfactory termination of the question at issue between 
the members of the synagogue and the Council as to whether the synagogue : 
should be closed or allowed further to protract its precarious existence. The 
Council has vacillated too much in the policy it has pursued in the matter. At 
one moment it proceeded with undue harshness in dealing with the suscepti- 
bilities of those who naturally cling fondly to the synagogue with which their 
families have been connected for several generations. At another time it | 
Went to the other extreme, and showed too great an indulgence by adopting 
the homely but. impolitic advice of the Dutch: “to a naughty boy give two 
cakes,” Now, we maintain that this question, like that of Bayswater and 
Stepney, is dealt with in too narrow and in too hesitating a spirit. The 
question is not merely a local one, affecting a few individuals; but it is 
intimately associated with the general interests of the community, and should 
beso legislated for. This question of closing a synagogue when the congregants 
have deserte ] it, is one for which we Jews have yet no precedent or experience 
to guideus. We, therefore, think that our course should be one of caution ; 
but also, and more particularly, one evidenced by a firm, deliberate and states- 
man-like procedure. Those who know the Hambro Synagogue must admit 
that it is situated in an inconvenient part of the city; and we are told that 
the worshippers in regular attendance at its services are gradually dwindling 
down. We admire the spirit which prompts several of its members to evince 
their love for the fabric by putting off the—to them—evil day of closing its 
doors until hope has given way to despair. It has been said “in the ideal 
there is no despair.” This is the case with those members of the Hambro 


Synagogue who confound its actua! position with ‘their ideal of what they 


would wish it to be—and hence, their fond lingering hope that by the inter- 
vention of some unforseen circumstances matters may improve. MicawsEr- 
like, they patiently wait for “something to turn up,” and will we are afraid 
be like him in his misfortune until they resolve to emigrate, The site of the 
building is we are told, very valuable, and its sale would remove the financial 
difficulties experienced by the Council of the United Synagogue in giving 
material aid for the erection of synagogues in other districts of London where 
they are urgently required, We are mindful of the traditional disinclination 
to sell the site and building of asynagogue. We wish in no way to weaken 
such a very proper feeling. Weshou!d be among the first to protest against 
an undue disregard of that reverence and sacredness, that ‘divinity ” which 


“doth hedge,” and which should protect and preserve a building devoted 
- for many years to worship and prayer. But there are circumstances under 


which it becomes a sacred duty to remove the locale of a synagogue. Such 
circumstances we contend exist in the present condition of the Hambro Syna- 
gogue. We find there a synagogue sadly neglected, the building situated in an 
inconvenient neighbourhood; the number of its worshippers steadily declining ; 
its financial position to say the least, unsatisfactory, for it is unable to pay an 
adequate salary to its minister. Added to these circumstances, there are 
districts in London in which numerous Jewish tamilies aredebarred from par- 
ticipating in public worship through the want of an adjacent synagogue, the 
provision of which would no doubt be materially facilitated by the sale of the 
site and present building of the Hambro Synagogue, Surely the foregoing 
are conditions which warrant such a course of action as we advocate. 


There are several instances of the removal of a metropolitan synagogue 
from the original site, and which has resulted in the manifest advantage to 
the congregation. The old building of the New Synagogue in Leadenhall 
Street was afterwards Sussex Hall and is now the City of London College; 
the old Portland Street Synagogue has been converted into a place of 
“amusement;” and the former building of the West London Synagogue of 


| British Jews in Margaret Street, Cavendish Square, is now a furniture reposi- 


tory. The removal of the synagogue of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congre- 
gation is also-an analogous case. There the principal supporters of the 
synagogue migrated to a distant and more “ fashionable” part of Liverpool, 
and the attendance of their wives and families at the old syna- 
gogue was rendered, even in fair weather, extremely difficult, so when 
opportunity offered, it was resolved to erect a synagogue far trans- 
cending the old one in the majesty of its noble proportions, in the beauty of 
its design and in the splendour of its internal decorations. The rearing of the 
building was accompanied by an extraording exhibition of munificence on the 
part of our Liverpool brethren. We cite these instances to show that where the 
sale of the building, the mere body as it were, is accompanied by a transference 
of the soul—the religious fervour of the congregants to another sphere— 
an advantage both from a religious and a worldy point of view is the result. 
The body, it is true, isdestroyed, but the soul is taking a flight heavenwards ! 


We have reason to believe that a meeting of the members of the Hambro 
Synagogue will be convened at no distant date for the purpose of submitting 
to them the question of closing the synagogue. Atsucha meeting no merely 


_ perscnal considerations should prevail, Attention must be given to the general 


interests of the community. If the members evince public spirit in sacrificing 
their individual proclivities for the general weal, their reward will be great. 
They will not only have that inward satisfaction which springs from the know- 
ledge of having performed a worthy action; they will not only receive the 
approval and applause of all right-minded men; but above and beyond these 
they will have the gratification of helping to raise another Hambro Synagogue 
wherein crowds of worshippers will gladly gather to offer up their orisons to 
Giop. Then indeed could the descendants of those who helped to maintain 
the Hambro Synagogue in the days of its prosperity feel proud of the build- 
ing which bears the name of the House of Worship in which their fathers 
assembled for Prayer and in which they themselves in their younger days had 
raised their voices to Gop. | 


We find that the subjects te which we have already alluded have taken 
up so much space that we reserve our further comments on the past Session 
of the Council till next week. | 


THE RELIGIOUS SITUATION, 


_ 


Tue struggle which has recently convulsed the hitherto peaceful and flonrish- 
ing Kingdom of Belgium, bas aroused fresh attention to the progress of the 
greater struggle in which a considerable part of Europe is now engaged. 
Never, since the days when Luruer and Carvin thundered against the 
degenerate Christianity of Leo X., have we seen religious questions divide 
Europe so completely into fiercely hostile camps. The principal contending 


parties are known as the Ultramontanes and as Liberals, and they embrace . 
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every variety of opinions, ranging from the extreme of credulity tothe extreme 
of infidelity, 

Image worshippers are not more eager to obtain converts to their doc- 
trines than image breakers. On the one hand a God is presented to us 
possessing all the attributes of humanity, and who delegates his authority 
and infallibility to the chief of a particular Christian Church; and on the 
other hand we are emphatically assured that the world is composed of a for- 
tuitous concourse of atoms, and that belief in an all-governing Providence is 
the wild delusion of a superstitious mind. : 

Under these circumstances it behoves the Jews to consider what part, if 
any, they might be expected co take in this struggle. The Synagogue looks 
upon the Church as a mother looks upon a daughter who has left her home, 
adopted strange customs, and reviled and even persecuted her parent. The 
Synagogue has forgiven, if not forgotten, the unnatural conduct of the 
Church, The former acknowledges the benefits conferred by the latter on 
civilization, and regards her interior concerns with considerable interest, while 
it is admitted that a sincere Jew and devout Christian possess much in 
common, and may join together in high and noble work. 

The Jews cannot feel any sympathy for Ultramontanism and its aspira- 
tions. The object of that section of the Church of Rome which is said to come 
from “beyond the mountains,” is to check free thought, encourage grovelling 
superstition, foster ignorance, and stop all progress. The Ultramontanes 
moreover, possess the peculiar art of rendering themselves obnoxious in all 
countries, | Everywhere they oppose the national desires of the population ; 
everywhere they encourage the faithful to disregard the laws of the country, 
and to follow tke injunctions of the priests rather than the dictates of their 
consciences.oIn Germany they endeavour to destroy Teutonic unity; in Italy 
they strive to restore the temporal power of the Papacy; in Belgium they 
provoke, by their processions, by the violent articles in their Press, and by 
their persecutions of those who do not share their opinions, the enmity of the 
Liberals and trifle with civil war; in France they would recal Legitimacy, 
lead a crusade against Italy and Germany, and on the devastated rnins of 
Europe place by force a Pope-King -on the throne of Sr, Perer. 
Few Jews can be otherwise than utterly opposed to all these objects. Reli- 
gious toleration, respect for the law of the land where they dwell, a desire for 
the independence and prosperity of the country whose citizens they are, con- 
stitute qualities for which they are proverbially known, There is no priest- 
hood properly speaking in Isracl. The Jew communes with his Maker; he 

needs not the intercession of a priest to carry his prayer to heaven, to receive 
his confession and to grant him a passport to Paradise. The cause then of 
the Ultramontanes cannot claim or expect any support from the Jews who 
have scarcely any objects in common with the representatives of the Roman 
Curia, 

At the same time it does not by any means follow that the high-handed 
conduct of Prince Yon Bismarck, deserves unqualified admiration, The 
German Chancellor at one period was willing enough to come to terms with 
the Papacy, and he was ready to sacrifice the alliance of Vicron Emanvet 
for the snpport of Pivs IX. The intractability and obstinacy of the Vice- 
gerent of Cunist proved an insuperable barrier to this arrangement, and 
Prince Bissanck began his proceedings against the Catholic Church. Fines, 
confiscations and imprisonments have not subdued the fiery zeal of the 
Roman priesthood, and several of the Bishops have won a cheap martyrdom, 
The Ultramontanes claim the supremacy of the Church over the State; the 
German Chancellor intends to maintain the supremacy of the State over the 
Church. These conflicting views are not easily reconciled. The prosecution 
of the German Bishops savours too much of despotism and harshness to be 
approved by Englishmen, and still more by Jews. Whether it be because 
the children of Isnar. have suffered so much from religious intolerance ; or 
whether it be because their own creed allows great latitude to human belief, 
it is certain that their own liberality at times contrasts favourably with the 
narrowness of their Gentile neighbours. The Jewish maxim, that “the 
good of all nations will have a place in the world to come,” is unhappily not 
the maxim of certain sectarians, who believe that the only key to heaven is 
entrusted to their exclusive keeping. 

Finally, the Jews cannot join the school of modern liberalism, or, more 
properly speaking, free-thinking, which is at times another name for intoler- 


ance of a different kind. The professors of Mosaism are no more able to 


accept the worship of nature than they are able to adopt the worship of the 
Vinci. It is as difficult for a Jew to cease to believe in the existence of 
the Lonp of Israxw as it is for him to begin to beliéve in the doctrine of the 
Transubstantration, We think it was Cuargzausrianp who said that if 
mankind were deprived of their faith in Gop, they would be deprived of the 
greatest consolation on earth. The Jew is a warm-hearted, impressionable 
being, endowed with a profound faith in the truths of his own religion, and 
he is as far from being satisfied with tracing his own descent from a cod fish 
as he is unwilling to bow his knee to a wooden saint. Moreover, so-called 
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Liberals have not seldom proved to be more intolerant than fanatics, The 
Swiss Republicans have clearly shown that they can deal with two measures. 
- The Swiss as a rule granted liberty of conscience only to those whose theolo- 
gical opinions happened to coincide with theirs. The Jews were until y 
Jately excluded from residence in some of the cantons of Helvetia, whilst in at 
least one of them they are or at least were forbidden from slaughtering 
animals according to their own rites; and if we are not mistaken, the 
Damocies’ sword is still hanging over their heads, Indeed, it does not 
appear that Republican institutions are especially favourable to the growth 
of religious liberty, or to the removal of social prejudices. It has been stated 
that in the United States Jews are not admitted into certain hotels, as their 
presence would drive away Gentile customers, The great preachers of 
equality seem to like the society of the descendants of Shem as little as they 
care for the company of the descendants of Ham, 


Under these circumstances, and in the presence of so many conflicting 
interests, the wisest course for the Jews to pursue in their national capacity 
is a strict policy of non-intervention in the religious struggles of their Chris. 
tian countrymen, These disputes acquire greater acrimony by the political 
element which is mingled with the religious clement; and on the continent, 
where party feeling rans high, it is not easy for a Jew always to preserve g 
cautious neutrality. An Israclite has doubtless as much right to express 
his opinion on questions which engross the attention of his fellow-citizens ag 
any other religionst. At the same time it must be borne in mind that the 
Jews are believed by Christians to present a greater golidarity—to use g 
foreign but expressive idiom—than perhaps facts would warrant. The former 
are supposed to be perfectly united, and to act together on every occasion of 
public interest. Thus the sayings and doings of one particular individual 
are represented as the sayings and doings of the whole Jewish body, Riau 


very cautious in all his actions, for all the Jews would be held accountable 
for them. In this manner should reason all the descendants of ABRAHAM; 
and if each Jew were aware of his own responsibility before the world, no Jew 
would ever do ought that was not good, and honest and honourable, 


In Prussia Jewish members of Parliament have supported the policy of 
Prince Bismarck against the Church of Rome. Doubtless their conduct was 
dictated by the purest and soundest motives; but for those who witness the 
contest at a distance, it docs seem as svarcely well advised for a Jew ina 
Christian country to legislate with one class of Christians against another 
class of Clnistians. It is not surprising that the barely extinct animosity 
against the Jews should havé revived in Germany, and that senseless and 
malignant acensations should still be directed against them. At the head of 
the Press in Prussia, in Austria, in Italy, our coreligionists wield great 
influence which, however, does not increase their popularity. Abuse is hu:led 
against the Jews by opposition organs; ‘the whole race is reviled for the 
opinions of one or a few and the mass suffer. -It requires great tact and 
moderation to avoid, under the impulse of political exc'tement, committing 
serious injury to the Jewish cause. 


It must not be argued that because this country is Protestant and that 
here the Jews enjoy civil and political rights, that therefore Protestantism is 
invariably more liberal than Romaniem, In Sweden, a Protestant country, 
it was only recently that the Jews obtained their emancipation. While in 
| Prussia which persecutes the Romish priesthood, the Jews are still suffering 
: fromvarious disqualifications. In Roman Catholic and Monarchical Bavaria 
the Jews were actually better treated than in Calvinistic and Republican 
Switzerland, True, in the Jberian Peninsula, Ferpivanp and Isapet proved 
the orthodoxy of their Romanism by the exile and spoliation of 600,000 
unoffending and industrious citizens. But then{the Emperor 
was the first monarch who, in the dependencies of France, raised the Jews to 
a more tolerable position, who gave them civil rights, who recognised them as 
citizens. In France all distinction between a Jewish citizen and a Christian 
citizen has long ceased, and a Jew ruled in that country as Minister, before 
a single coreligionist was admitted into the British Parliament. In loman 
Catholic Italy, the Jews are in possession of the fullest rights, the King has 
befriended them; one of his private physicians was an Israelite, and crosses 
of honour and titles have been showered upon members of that race. All 
paths are open to Jews and they creditably fill seats in professorial chairs, 10 
the legislature, in the cabinet. Even in once retrograde Austria, Jews ate 
admitted to a perfect equality with their fellow citizens. 


Ultramontanism ; but no Church and no set of opinions can claim a monopoly 
of toleration. The Sermon on the Mount enjoins humility and charity to all 
believers in Jesus of Nazaretu. Pontiff's have befriended Jews and tribunes 
of the people have oppressed them; and saints and sinners have in turns per 
secuted and defended Isrart, |

On the whole Liberalism has dealt more tenderly with the Jews than» 
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brethren in the midst of political and religious turmoil will not forget their 
wonted prudence and moderation ; that so long as their rights and freedom of 
eonscience are respected, they will respect the rights and freedom of conscience 
of all sections of their countrymen; and they will remember.that Synagogue 
and Church, Jew and Christian, believe inthe same all Powerful Creator !

VIVISECTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—It is, no doubt, right that any subject about which the public mind 
feels strongly should receive thorough investigation, for enquiry tends to atlay 
excitement, to enlighten ignorance, and to correct abuse if such exist. Moreover 
the demand of such humane persons as those who raise their voice against 
Vivisectioa have a special claim for concession, I am “ a friend to dogs, for 
they are honest creatures, _and to cats also, and I would as willingly send to the 
treadmill a phyecoge if such could be found, willing to repeat a painful 
operation on a living animal to show an already established fact, as I would the 
miscreant who skias a cat alive with the fancied object of increasing the value 
of its skin. But I would no more restrict the honest enquirer of Nature from 
interrogating the brain of an inferior animal for the purpose of saving a man 
from dying of apoplexy than I would prevent him from slaughtering one for the 
purpose of saving him from dying of starvation. 

What injustice, Mr. Editor, we persist in committing ! We command doctors 
to cure our ‘ls and save our lives, but yet the more loudly we call, the more 
violently we obstruct their efforts to learn the means of complying with our 
most importunate demands. It is only lately that the study of anatomy has 
heen legalized and even now the anatomist objects to be seen poring over his 
repuisive work, lest his lay observers should regard him ag an ogre ; and now a 
body of one-sided humanitarians desire to clip the wings and limit the power of 
rising medicine, whilst they demand unbounded knowledge and _ unfailing 
success. ‘ Science is at fault, science is imperfectly developed,’ and this is why 
human intellects are at work to correct that fault, and extend that development 
in order to acquire more complete acquaintance with the wonderfal machinery 
of nature—more effectually to learn her laws that we may all bow with more 
profonnd obedience to the great law-giver. 

What would you say, sir, of this case ? A h ralthy man, the head and 
support of a large family, presents himself to his surgeon with a beating 
tumour in his leg, he is told that it ts a dilatation of the tm sin artery of the lnm, 
that nothing can be done but to lop off the met ber if the swelling be in one 
place, or if in another to wait patiently uutul the inevitable bursting of the 
swelling shall end his sufferings with his existence. Such would have been the 
answer before John Hunter found by experiments on dogs that main arteries 
could be tied, aad the stream of life diverted through collateral channels, so that 
the man might again be restored to life and usefulness. Would you, sir, or your 
correspondent say: “Let my father, brother or frit nd die, bat do net burt the 
'” [think you would neither of you be so unsellish, so inconsistent, or so

oe. Does it not appear to the most tender-hearted humanitarian that it 1s 
levitimate for a few mice and dogs, or even many. “mice and dogs” to be 
suffocated in exhausted receivers “in order that the natnre of the atmosphere 
and qualities of its component elements should be known, that thonsands of 
human lives be saved from.sutfocation.’ Ought we not to praise observers who 
by experiments on animals taught us how to save human life by artificial 
respiration, a process constantly engaged in its world of salvation. 

The circulation in the brain, the recogniyion of the sounds of the heart, and 
the knowledge to interpret their language in disease, the property ol the 
membrane covering the bone, and its influence in the production of new bone are 
a few of the examples of the many modes in which the salvation of life and 
limb is effected through the aid of Vivisection—examples with which few lay 
men have taken the trouble to make themselves acquainted, but of the blessings 
of which, in spite of their outcry, these very men do not secruple to partake, 
Anaesthesia, which all men combine to pronounce ore of the greatest boens of 
modern science, was rendered available only by repeated experiments upon 
inferior animals, Is there a patient about to undergo a surgical operation who 
would regret that these experiments have been performed, and does there exist 
a humanitarian so refed ‘that he would consign sutfering humanity to the 
surgeon's knife without chloroform or ether on thé one hand, or test the utility 
of those agents by a heecatomb of men on the other. Will you deprive your 
successors.of tike benefits, will you stop one of the most thoughtful of men and 
most merciful of explorers from pursuing bis enquiries into the localization of 
the faculties of the brain, which if successful may enable future practitioners to 
trace the source of the effusion of blood, to extirpate-the paralyzing clot, and so 
fave countless lives for counties generations. 

Shall the nature of blood poisoning remain a secret whilst the most valuable 
and beantiful of our population perish because dogs have not. yet expressed 
their willingness to test the intluence of morbid polsous, L have little hesitation 
in believing that if that truly faithful friend and companion of man could be 
consulted, aud made to understand tlie inestimable advantages his death, or 
endurance would be to man, he would willingly (as he is known often to have 

one) offer h‘mself a sacrifice to the life and usefuluess of his belowed master. 
It is rigit that those who support Vivisection should endeavour to remove from 

¢ public mind the impression that the practice is adopted by numerous 
abourers—this is not the case, it is conducted by only a few men, some dozen 
at most it is said, in the whole country, who are occupied in original research 
and who supply facts to their colleagues engaged in the work of alleviating 
human suffering. Hence it is estimated by those best qualified to decide, that 
the amount of suffering inflicted in this country. for those beneficent purposes, 
oes not reach for the whole year that intlicted in one day's pigeon shooting for 
the amusement of a select gathering of /adies and gentlemen. 

_ Allusion has been made to an article in the Saturday Review in which the 
Wniter implies that physiologists pretend to employ narcotics to soothe the pain 
ot their victims whilst they really use them to lull public feeling. In a leading 
article in the British Medical Journal of this day, | tind the following remarks 

aving reference to the author of that charge: * One would naturally suppose 
ore he ventured thus to impugn the character of men engaged in physiological 
esearch, and accuse them either of self-deception or deliberate falsehood, he 
would have taken the utmost care to verify his statements. But it 1s not so. We 


are wi ing to believe in his honesty, and wou!d be loth to suppose him guilt of 
the deception of which he himself accuses physiologists, but he certainly displays 
In etter a most reprehensible ignorance of what really is done in physiological 

tories both in this country and America.” 
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can assure you, Sir, on the authority of those who are labouring in this | 


important field, that except in instances in which narcotism destroys the mani- 
festations, an:esthetics are invariably and religiously employed. 


Medical men can, I think, well endure your correspondent's intemperate 
words, acd will, no doubt, not only forgive them, but will attribute them to an 
excess of humanity for which I beg leave to express my deepest respect ; but I 
ask ano less sincere respect for those men who devote themselves to this branch 
of physiology, from amongst whom I have had the privilege of claiming some 
of the most amiable and humane of my friends, nen who work in a spicit of 
consideration and humanity towards the creatures under examination, regarding 
their responses with gratitude and sympathy as being contributions from their 
mute and humble assistants towards the mighty work of human progress. 

I believe the public generally will not ask for more earnest guardians against 
cruelty to animals, whether huinan or brute, than those men who night and day 
are devoted to the alleviation of suffering and the saving of life, and who, in 
obedience to the call of duty, are net deterred by the barrowing and loathsome 
nature of their work, by the danger of infection, nor the fear of execrations 
hurled at then by mistaken men of acknowledged benevolence. 

I cannot venture to congratulate his followers upon the force or tune of your 
correspondent’s Jetter, which might have been different from a philosvpher of his 
standing ; but if they are satisfied, I should be most reluctaut to disturb the 
pleasant equilibriam.

Sin,—‘?'s”” arguments on “ Vivisection,” though in the right direction, 
were sO inadequate that [ am tempted to supplement them by a few brief 
remarks. What I have to say is not new, in fact, to all but the uninitiated, 
cela ca sans dire. 

The suppression of cruelty is certainly a most praiseworthy and desirable 
object, and none more than men of science, a class of which refinement and 
toleration are the characteristics, can more heartily wish success to that aim. 
But cruelty does not mean vivisection nor vice versa. When under the influence 
of anwsthetics vivisection is perfectly painless to the sabject, the operation cer- 
tainly isnot cruel. A pithed animal (7.¢., one in which part of the brain has been 
destroyed) is similarly non-sentient. To suppose that brainless animals (among 
those that normally possess that strueture) can feel and suffer pain is as extra- 
vagant as the story of the decapitated Saint Denis who escaped from Paris with 
his bead fondly under his arm. Any one who has undergone an operation 
under the influence of chloroform or laughing gas can bear witness to the complete 
indifference with which he Lore the painful treatment. Experiments on 
animals in this condition are not more cruel than the pulling to pieces of a 
lower, an operation which must have been performed hundreds of times by 
every memberof the R.S.P.C.A. who has dabbled in Botany. As an example of 
such experiments I quote that of Flourens. {The writer here quotes several 
interesting experiments made; but as they are too teclmical for a non-medical 
journal we omitthem). Noone will deny that exoeriments of this nature exert 
a most important influence on medicine and pathology, and instances are not 
wanting of the direct bearing and utility of anatomical investigation iu deciding 
points of deep physiological interest. 

Now there are cases in which the use of anesthetics would render the 
experiment worthless. It is against these that the attacks of the anti-vivisec- 
tionists are most powerful, and very properly so ; and to put down their practice, 
for the sake of teaching or curiosity, every right-minded physiologist supports 
the Bill lately introduced into the- House of Commons by Dr. Lyon Playfair and 
Messrs. Walpole and Ashley. This Bill proposes a fine of £50 or three months’ 
imprisonment for any one who performs such experiments without a licence as 
specified therein, But a Bill for. suppressing Vivisection which was brought 
before the Lords by Lord Hartismere a short time previously, is very different, 
and shows a complete misunderstanding of the question. Iu the very improbable 
event of such a Bill becoming Law, very serious injury would be done to English 
science aud physiological research in this country. ' | 

The sense of the duty of kindness towards animals is usually acknowledged 
to be the highest and latest development of social morality. Amongst monkeys 
we find cruelty (the plucking of birds, or the flaying of animals not used as food) 
isa common passion, Children, again, have a natural delight in limbing flies or 
decapitating bees, such experiments are probably more of the nature of that of 
the boy who cut open the bellows to see where the wind came from, than of 
cruelty, é.¢., delight in witnessing pain. The young philosopher jast mentioned 
had withiu him a spirit of vivisection closely resembling that of the anatomists 
against whom Legislature is called upon to act. But while wife beating, eating 
live moluscs, scalding crustaceans to death, p!ucking candidates at pass examina- 
tions, cutting up live eels, and other forms of crucity are prevalent, the law has 
enough to do without interfering with the studies and investigations which lead. 
to the means of preserving the nation agaiost epidemics, aud the individual 
against the many ills which flesh is heir to. 

We cannot shut our eyes to the fact tlatthe cruelest offender against Nature 
is Nature herself. Implacable and irresistible Nature by a single act causes in a 
few minutes more pain, misery and suffering than all the Vivisectionists ever 
have or ever can do. An earthquake, a flash of lightning, the destruction of 
planets, and the explosion of suns are Nature's tricks at which we may marvel 
bat which we dare not question, This was very beautifully put last Sabbath by 
Mr. Philip Magnus at the Upper Berkeley Street Synagogue, in a sermon which 
marks a most important era in our religion, <A firm believer in Science, Mr 
Magnus is alsoa thorough Jew. He showed how the modern scientific or philo- 
sophical conception of the Deity is the only one compatible with the teaching 
and revelations of Holy Writ.. Men have attempted to explain and reconcile the 
Biblical account of the Creation with Geological teachings, and many attempts, 
with no better success, have been made to give concrete form to scriptural meta- 
physics, but never before has such an able and successful exposition of religion 
in scientific garb been given us as on the last two Sabbaths by the Rev. Philid 
Magnus, In there scientilic sermons, and in thefaet that the columns of the 
Jewish Chronicle are not closed against the fair discussion of any subject which 


interests our people, we have cause to congratulate ourselves on not being behind 
the times.— Yours obediently, Maurice L.

THE BAZAAR IN AID OF THE SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE 
TESTIMONIAL. 


Owing to some occult reason Bazaars have been seldom, if ever, resorted to 
by the Jewish community for the purpose of raising funds in aid of objects for 
which Bazaars are generally projected. The brilliant exception at Liverpool is 
after all but an exception. Perhaps, we Jews have arrived at the conclusion 
that Bazaars are but a roundatout way, although no dcubt an exceedingly pleasant 
expedient for obtaining the desired result. 

The Bazaar in aid of the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund was held at 
Willis’s Rooms on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday in the present week. We 
gave in our last impression the names of the ladies who presided at the stalls, 
and a list of the principal objects d’art which ;were contributed. There is little 

to add to these particulars. We may however mention that the water colour 
drawing alluded to in our last number was executed by the Baroness Nathanicl 
de Rothschild, and was presented by the Baroness Lionel de Rothschild. It is 
an exceedingly clever representation of the Temple at Bajae. The useful and 
interesting articles forwarded from Jerusalem excited special attention. 

The scene at Willis’s Rooms during the three days on which the “ Fancy 
Fair” was presented a charnning and animated coup dail. The 
ladies—to whom was committed the task of disposing of the articles on sale— 
were most earnest and persistent in their attacks upon the purses of the visitors: 
Never did Uhlan charge with greater success than did this bevy of pretty 
young ladies with their far more effective weapons of bright, winsome, smiling 
faces. There was never a doubt as to the issue of the contest between 
the two parties. However much the hearts of the visitors were steeled. against 
the repeated and persistent assaults, however strongly their pockets were 
Zarrisoned against the heavy siege laid against them, the attacking force was 
irresistible and carried all before it. 


The highest praise is due to the young ladies who acted the part of a 


‘guerilla band,” and to those of the “regular army”’ of stall-holders. Certainly 
the fault is not theirs if the material results of the Bazaar do not quite fulfill the 
expectations of its promoters and patrons. Where all worked so zealously in 
the good cause it would be invidous to make mention of individual efforts, 
Ileaded by the Hon, Secretaries, Mrs. Syms and Miss Twyman, the most strenous 
exertions were made to ensure a successful result. 

We regret that the attendance of the general public at the Bazaar did not 
reach expectations. No doubt the extremely unpropitious weather which pre- 
vailed on Wednesday and Thursday had the effect of considerably diminishing 
the number of visitors. : 

The scene, however, well repaid those who ventured to visit the Bazaar. 
And if one came away with lightened pockets, there was at hand the consoling 
reflection that the money had been spent in a good cause and under very pleasant 
circumstances, 

We-must not forget to mention with commendation and satisfaction the 
friendly feeling evoked on this occasion between Christians and Jews. All

We have been favoured with a copy of a piece of music, comprising seven 
ancient melodies of the liturgy of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews, published 
by Mr, Haim Guedalla, for sale at the Bazaar. Mr. Guedalla states in a preface 
that these seven ancient melodies of the liturgy of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews were harmonized by Mr. Emanuel Aguilar in 1857. Five of them 
jaw Ws. wa"swn, Yigdal and Hallel (2) were composed in Spain at the com- 
mencement of the 15th century. The pow’ is supposed to date prior to the 
settlement of the Jews in that country, and the kaddish to a later period than 
all the others. ‘The j>\w¥ is a soul inspiring air, and might be adapted to a 
Jewish patriotic chorus and march. The kaddish is known by the name of La 
Despidida, or Farewell. We may add that the remaining pieces are chiefly 
conspicuous for that simplicity which characterizes the ancient melodies familiar 
to all who have attended the services in the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogues 
in Bevis Marks or Bryanstone Street, aud which, in consequence of the brevity 
of the melody, does not afford scope for those more florid and brilliant composi- 
tions which is a characteristic of the modern synagogal music. 


CoMPETITIVE EXAMINATION IN HeBREW.—An experiment has been made at 
New York which deserves to be imitated inour metropolis. The study of Hebrew 
was found to languish in the United States even as it does in our own England. 
A few zealous men therefore bestirred themselves to give this study a stimulus, 
They iustituted competitive examination inviting to it the scholars of public as 
well as private schools, and giving prizes to the deserving.

A PLEA FOR SALONICA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—In addressing at the present moment an appeal for funds, to the 
Jewish community of London, I am labouring under considerable disad van 
Though a stranger here, I am not altogether ignorant of the movements 
now obtaining in the midst of the Jews of this vast metropolis. I am acquainted 
with the many calls to which their generosity and benevolence are continual] 
subjected. I am aware that in the name of one of the most illustrious philanthro. 
pists that ever shed lustre on Israel, funds are being collected to raige the 
condition of our brethren, who still dwell in the land which once belonged to their 
forefathers. I am well aware that it is intended to worthily commemorate the 
existence of one who has recently passed away from you, whose goodness of 
heart and whose services in the cause of education and of the advancement of 
Jewishinterests, willlong be sadly missed by the rising generation. I am aware that 
numerous schools, asylums and charitable intitutions which help the poor Jew 
from the cradle to the grave, plead unceasingly to the rich Jew, in mute though 
eloquent accents, for a part of the superfluity which Providence has bestowed 
upon him, ButI know at the same time that the Jewish community of England 
contains many wealthy, philanthropic and public spirited members, who never 
turn a deaf ear to a well founded petition, who never send away a worthy 
claimant empty handed, and who never fail to contribute towards the improve. 
ment of the condition of their coreligionists in all parts of the world. 


I have explained my case fully in a pamphlet addressed to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association.. 


Emboldened by the favourable reception vonchsafed to my representations, 
by the enlightened gentlemen who direct the affairs of that institution, I venture 
now to say a few words on, the subject, to the general Jewish public, 

As my pamphlet must be necessarily unknown to the majority of you, 
readers, I shall briefly state the main facts of the case. 

The city of Salonica, one of the most important in the Turkish Empire 
contains a population, of from 25,000 to 30,000 Jews, who for many years were 
entirely destitute of the means of aequiring education. At one period, I assisted with 
some friends in the foundation of a school, and we obtained an efficient Jewish 
teacher from the Grand Consistoire Central of Paris. Considerable success wag 
obtained from an educational point of view and some of the pupils were initiated 
into professions which they have sinee creditably followed, Unfortunately, the 
establishment could not be rendered self-supporting. |The Jewish community 
met with misfortunes of various kinds ; means failed and eventualiy the schoo} . 
closed. 

Time rolled on. The Alliance Israelite Universelle was founded and 
gradually gave inuch attention to the condition of the Eastern Jews. Various 


‘schools were established in Turkey under its auspices, but Salonica, in this respect 


remained until very recently behind towns of far less pretentions. Three years 
ago I visited Europe and received great encouragement from the Comité Ceniral 
of the Alliance and from various members of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. On my return to Salonica, the Committec of the Alliance—of which 
I had been a member since its foundation—was re-organized and two good schools 
were opened, One for boys and the other for girls. The first of these is attended 
by 210 pupils, seventy of whom are free pupils and 140 nominally paying. The 
second school is frequented by 150 girls, about three-fifths of whom only contribute. 
even nominally towards the support of the establishment. Instruction in Hebrew 
is imparted by several Rabbis and three modern languages, viz. : Turkish, French 
and Italian—all of which are necessary in the country—are taught by competeny 
mnasters, | 

Tie Alliance of Paris procured for us an able Head Master and moreover | 
they defray a small portion of his salary. A year after the schools had been in 
operation, a very searching examination of the pupils was held, and we had 
reason to be satisfied with both masters and pupils. 

Unfortunately the schools, owing to the high rents we are compelled to pay 
for the school-houses and to the general misery of the Jewish inkabitants of the 
city, are now labouring under a heavy deficit, and unless kind and generous 
friends come to the rescue, their discontinuance will become probable, 1 not 
inevitable. Moreover it is very ‘difficult to get even at high rem, suitable 
premises for educational purposes. The only manner in which the existence of 
our schools could be secured, would be by the construction of proper building 
which would remain permanently the property of the Committee, Thus would 
public education be encouraged and material help rendered to the regenerahon 
of our brethren in the East. | , 

The closing of the Jewish schools for the second time at Salonica would 
prove a real calamity and would reflect great discredit on our [astern brethren. 
The bad effects ensuing from so unfortunate a termination would be all the more 
apparent, as the Christians and especially the Greeks are making strenlovy 
efforts to educate and raise the moral and intellectual status of their coreligion- 
ists. The Greeks in Turkey are displaying unceasing energy in the pursuut of 
these most praiseworthy ends. In addition to elementary schools in every 
small town, they possess superior institutes in the principal = 
such aa Constantinople, Smyrna and Salonica. They train male rs 
female instructors, who on their return home labour with willing hands and = 
sinall remuneratiou to shed in their districts the enlightenment they nose io 
colleges. For the Jew to submit tamely to intellectual inferionty with the 
Greek, would be to incur everlasting disgrace. 


I have to-day laid before your readers a brief view of the position of ete 
education at Salonica. I will, with your permission, address you another letter, 
in which I will enter into the course of action I purpose to take in the age 
and invite the co-operation of those of your readers who may sympathise W!
